Kings and nobles of China and the other Ea.stern countries, 
as well as Greece and Rome, housed interesting animais on 
their estates. But such collections were not open to the public. 
We show an Egyptian princess admiring her favorite animals. 
It is said that the zoo of the .Jardin des Plantes, set up in 
Paris in 1804. was the tirst collection ot animals for .scientific 
study, but these animals were not on public view until much 
later In England, the Royal Zoological Society acquired a 
large animal collection in 1829. and designed the first public 
zoological gardens for them This was the famous Hyde Park 
Zoo in Lxjndon, which led to the founding of many other 
public zoas. The first large zoo in the U S. was in Philadel­ 
phia It was established in 18.59, but not opened to the public 
until 1874 Now, many large U.S. cities have zoos, .-\mong the 
largest are the Bron.x Zoo in New York City, the .National 
Zoological Park in Washington, D C.. and the zoos in St.
